Effective Polio Vaccina

in a few humans, and probably 
will get large-scale trials on chil­ 
dren this year, it was announced 
last 
night. 


Officials raised guarded holies 
th at this spells the death knell 
of polio as a crippler and killer. 
The vaccine gives humans and 
animals 
antibodies 
against 
all 
three types of polio virus. Anti­ 
bodies are natural disease-light- 
era 
that
